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CONSTITUTION. 


Constitution of the Lumber River Baptist Association, as amended 
and corrected at the Forty-ninth Annual Session at Fairmont, N. C., 
October, 1926. 

ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. This body shall be called and known as the Lumber 
River Missionary Baptist Association. 

Sec. 2. The object of the Association shall be to foster the King- 
dom of Christ, to aid Home Missions, Foreign Missions, Local Education, 
and to help Aged and Infirm Ministers when their condition requires. 

Sec. 3. This body shall be composed of the ministers belonging to 
the churches connected with it, and three delegates from each church, 
and one additional delegate for every hundred members. 

Sec. 4. In the selection of delegates, the churches shall pay strict 
attention to the moral and intellectual qualifications of those appointed. 

Sec. 5. The delegates thus appointed shall bear from their respect- 
ive churches a letter certifying appointment and communicating infor- 
mation relative to the state of the church. 


ARTICLE II. 


Sec. 1. The Association shall elect out of its body annually a 
President, one or more Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Corres- 
ponding Secretary, a Treasurer, and an Auditor. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the President to appoint committees 
on Finance,Vigilance, Arrangements, Sabbath Schools, Missions, Periodi- 
cals, Education and Postoffices in the early part of the session, and on 
Ordination, Grievance, and Investigation when necessary. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary to keep in 
a book furnished by the Association, for private use a faithful record of 
transactions of the body. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the province of the President to invite visiting 
brethren to seats, and ask them to aid in the deliberations of the body. 


ARTICLE III. 


Section 1. Each annual session of the Association shall begin on 
Thursday before the second Sunday in October, at such a place as may 
be agreed upon by the body. 

Sec. 2. There shall be at each session, an Annual, an Introductory, 
a Temperance, an Educational, and a Missionary sermon. Also other 
subjects may be discussed, at the option of the Association. 
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Sec. 3. There shall be an Executive Committee appointed at each 
session, to which shall be referred all unfinished business. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Section 1. No one shall be allowed to make more than two speeches 
of five minutes each on any subject, without special permission of the 
Association. 

Sec. 2. This Association will not fellowship any church or minister 
who fails to promote gospel order and principle, or who treats its Consti- 
tution with contempt. 


ARTICLE V. 


Section 1. No applicant shall be ordained im this Association who 
cannot pass a satisfactory examination in the common English branches, 
and give satisfaction as to his general knowledge of the Bible. 

Sec. 2. All applicants for ordination may be left to the disposal of 
the different churches from which tbey are sent. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Section 1. Each church shall be requested to send such a sum as 
will amount to 50 cents for each male, and 25 cents for each female 
member. 

Sec. 2. The Association shall have a fund, created and sustained 
by voluntary contributions by the churches, which shall be held by the 
treasurer, subject to the will of a majority present at any annual session. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Section 1. This Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote 
of those present, and voting, at any annual session. 
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
